WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Harry 
F. Sinclair, the oil man, now serving 
la sentence in the District of Colum- 
|bia jail, issued a statement today, 
declaring that his petition for clem- 
| ency, denied by the President, was 
| not based on ill, health, but on the 
ground that he was imprisoned for 
doing something that was not pro- 
|hibited by statute or rule of the 
courts. 

“T have been informed that the 
President has denied my application 
for the commutation of my sen- 
tence,’’ the statement said. “I am 
not discouraged, because I am con- 
fident of final vindication. 

“At the outset, I wish to state as 
emphatically. as I can that I did not 
apply for Executive clemency on ac- 
count of ill health. My health is as 
good as could be expected, under the 
circumstances. The broadcasts in the 
press that my application was based 
on ill health were the invention of 
newspaper correspondents and ut- 
terly without foundation. 

“The Attorney General implies that 
‘business interests’ were the basis of 
my application, The fact is that the 
principal ground for my application 
was that I was imprisoned for doing 
something that had not theretofore 
been prohibited, either by statute or 
rule of the courts. 


Defends Jury Surveillance. 


“Observation of a jury only be- 
came contempt of court when I en- 
gaged in it. 

“T am imprisoned, not for having 
committed any crime defined by law, 
not for having violated any rule 
|theretofore established by the court, 
but I caused a jury that was trying 
me for an alleged conspiracy against 
the government to be kept under 
surveillance. For this I was ad- 
judged in contempt. No member of 
the jury was approached by the op- 
eratives in my employ, nor were they 
molested.in any way, nor were they 
even conscious that they were being 
observed, and they so testified. 


“T only did what I did because of 
ithe conviction that attempts would 
be made ‘to influence the jury against 
me, and felt justified in so doing 
because of the knowledge that the 
same identical practice had been in-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Senator 
Borah, chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee and spon- 
sor of the resolution for the Senate 
inquiry into the alleged activities of 
William B. Shearer in relation to the . 
Geneva disarmament conference of 
1927, announced tonight that he. is 
ready to sponsor a second resolution 
for an investigation of lobbying ac- 
tivities in Congress in 1928 in con- 
nection with the passage--of the 
Jones-White merchant marine act. 

The announcement was the result 
of disclosures before the subcommit- 
tee of the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mitee investigating the Shearer case 
that shipbuilding companies had con- 
tributed to a fund of $143,000 for the 
operation of a merchant marine 
lobby. 

A statement of the expenses of this 
lobby submitted to the committee 
yesterday by Clinton L. Bardo, pres- 
ident of the New York Shipbuilding 
Company, may prove to be the foun- 
dation of the inquiry. The full state- 
ment of these expenses was pub- 
lished in yesterday’s New ‘York 
TIMES. 


Senator Borah’s Announcement. 


“TI do not wish the two matters to 
be confused,’’ Senator Borah said. 
“T am anxious that nothing will be 
developed that will cloud the main 
issue, which is an _ investigation 
whether there were attempts at 
Geneva by representatives of: private 
interests in the United States in- 
terfere with that international con- 
ference and destroy its purpose. 

“For that reason, if it should 
prove necessary I am ready to in- 
troduce, a second resolution for an 
investigation of lobbying activities 
in Washington, including the ex- 
penditure of funds here in connec- 
tion with the Merchant Marine act 
a year ago. I am sure quite a bit 
could be developed. 

“The two matters are entirely 
separate and distinct... One concerns 
alleged attempts to interfere with an 
international conference. The other 
is purely internal and I do not de- 
sire to: have the two confused or 
the main purpose of the present in- 
vestigation clouded.” 


To Examine Expense Account. 


According to present plans, the 
Senate subcommittee, which is to re- 
sume the Shearer inquiry tomorrow 
morning, will also delve into the ex- 
penditures relating to the merchant 
marine lobby. The committee’s pres- 
ent plan, it is'understood, is to ex- 
amine each of the scores of items on 
the expense account of the New York 
Shipbuilding Company in an effort 
to learn exactly the purpose for each 
expenditure. 

Items in the expense statement in- 
cluded one of $36,693, advanced: to 
L. R. Wilder, president of the Trans- 
oceanic Company, which was then 
promoting a project for four-day At- 
lantic liners, and one of $24,069 for 
hotels.

With the city campaign now well 
tnder way after the formal nomina- 
tion of party candidates at last Tues- 
day’s primary election, Representa- 
tive F. H. La Guardia, Republican 
nominee for Mayor, will begin this 
week his real assault on the Tam- 
many citadel, the strength of which 
seemingly has been impaired but 
little by his preliminary skirmishing. 

That Mr. La Guardia faces an up- 


hill fight is admitted by his support- | 


ers. Tammany, on the situation as 
it is at present, is confident of the 
re-election of Mayor Walker and his 
associates on the city ticket and ex- 
pects the re-election of the four 
Democratic Borcugh Presidents of 
Manhattan, the Bronx, Brooklyn and 
Richmond. 


Expects 500,000 Plurality. 


It expects Mayor Walker to have | 


a plurality of at least 500,000 and 
the more optimistic of the Demo- 


cratic leaders talk privately of the | 
possibility of a record plurality ap- | 


proaching 600,000, if the vote is not 
too light. With a large plurality 
for their city ticket expected, the 
Democratic leaders expect to elect 
virtually every candidate for county 
office in the entire city, nearly all 
the judicial candidates and all but 


a few of the candidates for the As-| 


sembly and the Board of Aldermen. 


The Republican leaders have little | 


expectation of victory. Some of 


them hope that Mr. La Guardia may | 


be elected and say that there is a 
chance of victory for him if the ma- 


jority of the so-called ‘‘better ele- 
ment” of the party, many of whom

cver the enrolled Republicans. Aji- 
lowing that-some small business men 
may enrall in the dominant local 
party for. business reasons and ad- 
mitting—though this seems doubtful 
this year—that Mr. La Guardia ‘will | 
receive. the votes of most of the in- | 
dependents, there is a natural Demo- 
cratic plurality of more than half a | 
million which the Republican nomi- 
|nee must overcome to win. | 
So far in his speeches, with the | 
exception of his talk at the unoffi- | 
| cial city convention which designated 
him and his speech accepting the} 
nomination, Mr. La Guardia has 
spoken only to Republican clubs and

He has had good attendance and

| Mr. La Guardia ‘at present lacks |

He attributed the same lack of 
program to Mayor Walker on hous- | 
ing and cited the need for ridding 
the city of its slums, avowed the 
necessity for municipal housing with 
dwellings rented at cost. He criti- 
cized the Walker Administration for 
the manner in which the courts were 
administered, charging that ‘‘fixers’’ 
demanding fees cluttered the courts. 
This fee system, he declared, was 
not confined to the courts but ex- 
tended throughout the City Govern- 
ment and through both major par- 
ties, so that if a citizen wanted any- | 
thing he had to pay for it. 


Attacks Political Favors, | 


Mr. Thomas went on to charge that | 
underassessment of property was ob- | 
tainable through political favoritism, 
and demanded a scientific assess-| 
ment system and called for more eco- 
nomical expenditure of the city’s 
funds.

Seek to Hold Italian Vote. 


An Italian committee for Mayor 
Walker will-be formed to offset the 
| drift of Italian citizens to Mr. La

hold as much of the Italian Dem- 
ocratic vote.as possible in line. 
Surveys made by Tammany Italian 
election district captains indicate 
that this effort will be porte suc- 
cessful.- A recent report by an Ital- 
ian election district captain in an As- 
sembly district south of Fourteenth 
Street maybe taken as typical. This 
election district captain, a member 
of a well-to-do family, made a care- 
ful canvass, and his report is sub- 
stantially as follows: : 
The election district, which is 
almost entirely Italian, has a normal 
Democratic plurality of about 600, 
with less than twenty normally Re- 
publican votes. The election district 
captain estimated that Mr. La 
| Guardia would cut this 600 plurality 
to about 300, which means that 150 
Italians. voters are expected to shift 
‘and that La Guardia would then get 
| about 25 per cent of the Italian Dem- 
' o¢ratic~ vote in this partitular dis- 
trict. The election distriet captain 








promised to devote at least seven 
days between now and eiection to 
campaigning in Queens. The dates 


| set aside for him are Sept. 25 and 27, 


Oct. 3, 11, 17 and 22 and Nov. 1. 

On each of these dates except Oct. 
17. Representative La Guardia will 
spend the entire day in Queens, ad- 
dressing luncheon and afternoon 
gatherings as well as evening mass 
meetings.

Debt Margin Put at $450,000,000— |

“I am a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for the office of 
United States Senator from Illinois 
at the permeny election April 8, 1930. 

“Obviously, a candidate runs for 
office because he wants the office. 
But our system of choosing United 
States Senators wisely provides an 
opportunity for the voters of .each 
party to examine the qualifications 
of all candidates before the party 
tickéts are submitted to the people 
— election in the following Novem- 

er. 

“In the campaign which I shall 
soon start, I propose to speak to as 
many voters and visit.as many com- 
munities of Illinois as my duties in 
the House of Representatives will 
permit. I shall then discuss fully 
the facts which may be held to af- 
fect my own qualifications for the 
Senatorship and those national and 
international issues on which I will 
be called to vote if elected to the 
Senate. 


Has No Obligations.

“new and respected leadership.” 
This has been received with daily 
stacks of applauding letters and tele- 
grams.

URGES VOTE OF ‘NO’ 
ON POLICE PAY PLAN 


Citizens Union Sees Estimate 
Board Evading Responsibility 
by Referendum. 





SAYS IT CAN RAISE WAGES 





Question Not One for Voters, Group 
Declares—Favors Proposal for 
Sanitation Commission. 





Defeat of the proposal to fix the 
minimum pay of first-grade patrol- 
men and firemen at $3,000 a year was 


recommended yesterday by the Citi- 
zens Union in a statement settin 
forth its position on the seven ref- 
erenda to be submitted to the voters 
of the city and State at the election 
on Nov. In taking this position 
the Union did not express any opin- 
ion on the appropriateness of the 
proposed minimum salary, but con- 
tended that the Board of Estimate 
possessed ample power to establish 
such a minimum rate of pay and 
that submission of the question con- 
stituted an evasion of responsibility. 

The Union advised an affirmative 
vote on the other city question pro- 

sed, the establishment of a sani- 

tion commission. Of the five pro- 
posed amendments to the State Con- 
stitution, the Union declared against 
the proposal to give disabled war 
veterans absolute preference in ap- 
a and promotions in all 

ranches of the State and municipal 
civil service, but advocated adoption 
of the four others. 

These proposed amendments would 
authorize the Legislature to provide 
a method for taking the votes of in- 
mates of United States Veterans’ 
Bureau hospitals; provide constitu- 
tional safeguards against interfer- 
ence by the Legislature in affairs of 
Westchester and Nassau Counties 


after “‘home rule” charters have 
been adopted by those counties; au- 
thorize the State to borrow funds to 
suppress forest fires and transfer to 
local criminal courts of inferior juris- 
diction the powers and duties now 
exercised by justices of the peace. 


In advising voters to vote ‘‘no’’ on 
the question of policemen’s and fire- 
men’s salaries, the Union said: 

“The submission of this question 
to the electorate is a flagrant abdica- 
tion by the city officials of their 
budget-making functions. The local 
authorities have ample power in this 
field, but in this instance they ap- 

ar anxious to evade responsibility. 

he Legislature encouraged evasion 
by passing the bill providing for this 
referendum, with the sanction of the 
city’s representatives. 

“In urging voters to vote in the 
negative on this question, the Citi- 
zens Union is not expressing an opin- 
ion as to the appropriateness of the 
rate of compensation proposed. Very 
likely there should be a readjust- 
ment of compensation for all grades 
in these important services. ether 
this particular amount, slightly more 
or slightly less, is the minimum 
which should be set for these grades 
cannot possibly be determined fairly 
by the voters. A fair determination 
can be reached only after a careful 
weighing of the resources and obliga- 
tions of the city, the rates of com- 
pensation in other departments and 
their adjustment to any changes in 
the departments under consideration. 
This is essentially a matter of bug- 
et-making and administration. In- 
tervention by the voters with respect 
to a_ specific or of. employes 
strikes at the foundation of responsi- 
ble administration.”’ 

In advocating an affirmative vote 
on the proposal to establish a sanita- 
tion commission of three members 
for the city, with power to perform 
the functions of the Street Clean- 
ing Department, to construct gar- 


bage incinerators and sewage dispose 


plants and to frame and admit 
pansery regulations, the statempemt 
said: 

“The Citizens Union is fully aware 
of the dangers which lurk in vesting 
in a single body, even temporarily, 
the broad powers contemplated by 
this legislation, but it is convinced 
that the situation demands drastic 
action and that the only hope for 
progress in sight is in the employing 
of this sort of machinery.”’

MESSAGE GOES TO HOOVER 





Organization Advocates Flexible 
Provisions of Pending Bill as 
Essential to Progress. 





A request that Congress take ac- 
tion on the pending tariff bill that 
will dispel the “‘blighting uncertain- 
ties’”” of the comméfcial situation 
was contained in a resolution adoptéd 


by the board of directors of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufaéttirers 
at their quarterly meeting, and made 
public yesterday. 

Noting: that the tariff bill‘had been 
pending five months, ‘the pragemgant. 
added fnat ‘fon an averagé évery 
six years during the fifty, the 
country has witnessed the same un- 
happy spectacle at Washington.” 

The statement, sighed by John E. 
Edgerton, president .of. the board, 
has been sent to President Hoover,. 
to members of, his Cabinet, ‘and to 
members of both Houses of Congréss. 
It reads in part: 

“For five months this vital eco- 
nomic quéstion has been on the politi- 
cal operating table while the legisla- 
tive physicians have haggled over a 
corréet diagnosis and proper treat- 
merfit. 

“In the meantime business has 
been making time, and in many in- 
stafices plans for industrial exten- 
siofi and expansion have ‘had to be 
held up. Every day of this uncer- 
tainty witnesses the increasing slow- 
ing up of our economic pace, for 
there are few things with which it 
is mofé difficult for industry and 
business to cope than with the un- 
certainty of political action upon 4@ 
basic économic ie. 

“Ott an avéragé of every six years 
during the past fifty, the country has 
witnessed the same unhappy spectacle 
at Washington and has suffered the 
gatfie anxieties and suspense as it is 
witnessing and suffering now. Un- 
less some effective remedy is agreed 
upon.and applied, it may be reason- 
ably. éxpected that the future of our 
developing industry and busirfess will 
be ma@fked: by. even more frequent 
periods of such political. disturbance. 

“It is for reasons clearly manifest 
in the light of these facts that the 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers hag been consistently’ insisting 
upon moré adequate flexibility of our 
tariff administration. ard for such 
up-to-date machinery in govérnment 
as will Make our tariff requirements 
more responsive to constantly chang- 
ing economic conditions. 

“We ate, thérefore, heaftily in 
favor of the flexible provisions in the 
administtative sections of the pend- 
ing tariff bill, Believing that all of 
the departures from present methods 
embodied ih thé new. proposal are 
pbeoturar éssential to our further 
industrial progress and economic 
welfare. 

“It is‘our firm belief‘ and tonten- 
tion that these proposals contain 
nothing whi¢h any man of either. of 
the major politiéal parties ‘cannot 
support.

DEATH RATE DROPPED 
IN THE STATE IN JULY 


Birth Rate Was the Lowest Ever 
Recorded by Health Depart- 
ment for That Month. 





ALBANY, Sépt. 22 ().—Although 
the birth rate for July in the State 
announced by the Health De 
partment was the lowest ever reé- 
corded for that month, the death 
rate was lower than for July, 1928, 
or the average for five years. 

Basing its statement partly of 
these facts, the department asserted 
that ‘‘for the fifth successive month 
favorable health conditions prevailed 
throughout the State.” 

An exceptionally low infant mor- 
tality was reported, thé lowest éver 
recorded for any month, The réport 
added that ‘‘among the cities of the 
State with a population over 100,000 
the rate ranged from a minimum of 
twenty-four deaths under one year

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 22.—Suspicion | 
that officials of his own administra- 
tion were involved in the latest Mex- 
ican election clash, in which .two 
persons were killed and four wound- 
ed Friday night, was voiced today 
by President Portes Gil. 

The President is greatly disturbed 
by the development, but not suffi. 
ciently alarmed to nostpone a fif- 
teen-day trip to Monterey, San Luis | 
Potosi, Ciudad Victoria, Tampico and 
other places, accompanied by several 
members of his Cabinet. ‘ The offi- 


cial train left last night and his 
statement was wired this morning 
to Chief of Police Valente Quintana. 

The police are still investigating 
to place responsibility for the shoot- 
ing, which took place in the fashion- 
able section of San Fernando Park, 
in the course of a meeting in sup- 
port of José Vasconcelos, the Anti- 
Re-electionist party’s candidate for 
President. Shots were exchanged 
presumably between his oe 
and followers of Pascual Ortiz 
Rubio, the nominee of the Grand 
Revolutionary party, of which Pres- 
ident Portes Gil is a member. 

The President’s statement said: 

“The lamentable events in San 
Fernando Gardens, when a meeting 
was being held by: supporters of Jose 
Vasconcelos as Presidential candi- 
date, as result of which two persons 
were killed and several wounded, 
leads the government of the republic 
to feel that the political campaign 
which was begun under such good 
auspices is assuming an unfortunate 
aspect which must be _ repressed 
energetically. 

‘‘First,: there was the regrettable 
incident in Tampico, resulting in two 
dead, due to excesses by Vasconce- 
listas, and now elements opposin 
Senor Vasconcelos have provoke 
an unfortunate incident. 

“From the police investigations it 
4s learned that an automobile, the 
property of Deputy Teodoro Villegas, 
was being operated around the 
square where the sanguinary events 
occurred on Friday. As that fact 
has given rise: to.rumors that the 
persons concerned were officials, it 
is necessary that the authorities find 
out exactly who was responsible, for 
the government must see that the 
prevailing political battle is fought 
on a basis of decency and without 
appeal to criminal acts. 

‘‘My administration will take eve 
step possible to prevent further simi- 
lar occurrences.” 

Chief Quintana states that every 
step is being taken to comply with 
the Presidential suggestions.

AUSTIN, Texas, Sept. 22.—Captain 
Frank Hamer of the Texas Rangers, 
who is conducting an investigation 
of crime conditions at Borger, the 
riotous oil town in the Panhandle, 
today reported to Governor Dan 
Moody evidence regarding the slayers 
of District Attorney John A. Holmes. 

He declared that he had obtained 


the city now has séttled down to a 
steady growth, depending largély 
upon black industry, 
which now is maintaining a monthly 
payroll of $150,000.

FALLS KILLED 38 IN STATE. 


Fatal Industrial Accidents in August 
Dropped Below July. 


ALBANY, Sept. 22 (.—Though 
the preliminary report of the deaths 
of 191 workers during August repre- 
sents a.decrease of twenty-five from 
those reported in July, Frances 


Perkins, Industrial Commissioner, 
stated today, such deaths continued 
abnormally large in number for the 
month. 

‘‘Besides ‘the usual large number 
of fatalities caused by falls and by 
vehicles,’ the commissioner said, 
“‘there were fifteen caused by elec- 
tricity, explosions and burns, which 
is a large number for this group of 
fatal accidents.” 

Automobile accidents caused twenty- 
seven out of forty-one deaths at- 
tributed to vehicles of all kinds. Of 
thirty-eight deaths as the result of 
falls, twenty-nine “were caused by 
falling from elevations and nine on 
level surfaces. : .

HIS is Heavyweight Week, a matter that should 
not be taken too lightly. A few days ago there 
came an official flash from Campolo’s camp: 

“‘Victorio Campolo is rapidly nearing the peak.’’ That 
probably meant that he was on his hands and knees. 
He-is so tall that he has to bend over to get near any 
ordinary peak. He’s the Paul Bunyan of the pugilistic 
tall timber. 

To hear Campolo’s friends tell about it, Phil Scott 
of jolly old England hasn’t a chance. The ‘Campolo 
chin is so-high up in the air that Phil couldn’t reach 
it without calling out Hook and Ladder 89 from a 
near-by fire house. That doesn’t seem fair. In such 
cases the smaller man should be allowed to wear hob- 
nailed shoes and kick his opponent on ‘the shins. That 
was a great sport in the old days, by the way. Merry- 
makers put on hobnailed shoes and kicked away at 
each other’s shins until. one of them yelled ‘‘Uncle!’’ . 
For no apparent reason, the game was called ‘‘pur- 
ring,” or at least it sounded like that when the late 
Jim Pilkington used’ to reminisce on the subject. 


Not Altogether True. 


Probably this is the first time that any such thing 
ever happened, but it must be confessed that several 
statements in official bulletins from the Campolo camp 
have not been scientifically accurate.

A Sore Spot.

*scutcheon. 

Toss in a lighter lad like Jack Berg or Teddy 
Baldock, and from the rows around the ringside will 
come cheers and cries that indicate the presence of 
compatriots of the boxers.

Speaking of the Ebbets Field affair recalls that 
Signor Humberto Fugazy gladly broadcasts all his 
fights, whereas the Madison Square Garden officials 
no longer broadcast the big outdoor fights held under 
their jurisdiction. 

More than a few letters have been received taking 
issue with the Madison Square Garden attitude, but 
it’s their fight and théir business and they can run it 
the way they please. They feel that a radio audience 
getting a big fight would include many people who 
would be at the ringside (at ringside prices) if they 
knew the fight would not go on the air. So far this 
point has not been proved to any noticeable extent. 

There is the point, though, that other corporations 
as strictly commercial as Madison Square Garden and 
a hundred times larger in scale pay out huge sums 
annually for the privilege of advertising their lines of 
goods over the air. It’s probable that some people 
would stay away from a fight and get it over the air 
at home if they knew it would be broadcast, but for 
every one who does that, ten radio listeners who have 
had no previous interest in the game will become fight 
fans and possible ticket purchasers of the future. The 
world’s series is broadcast every year and so are the 
big football games. How much has it cut down the 
attendance at these affairs? 

In this connection it might be remembered that in 
the early days of boxing there were some astute people 
who said to promoters: ‘‘Don’t let those reporters in 
to write about the fight. People won’t pay to see the 
fight if they can read all about it the next morning for 
a@ penny or two.” 

There were riots in England when machinery was 
first put into the cotton mills and Galileo was con- 
fined to his cell for making what were then regarded 
as revolutionary statements about the world turning 
on its axis. But the world does move, and the proof 
of it is that some people are left behind.

Dr. Augustus Steimie Says Keeping 
the Sabbath Helped the Jews. 


The survival of the Jews during the 
thousands of years that saw the dis- 
solution of other ancient races was 
attributed in large.part to their tra- 
ditional regard for the Sabbath by 
the Rev. Dr. Augusttis Steimle, pas-

PARIS, Sept. 20.—Though the 
Paris money market has been fairly 
narrow this week, with outside dis- 
count rates unchanged around 3% per 
cent and call money at 8 per cent, 
supplies were not abundant and rates 
were much higher on other classes of 
loans. At the last Bourse settlement, 
carry-over money brought 6% per 
cent, This was unexpected by the 
market, and the effect on security 
prices was bad. 

Since last Monday the tendency 
has been irregular and business 
much more slack. Dearer call money 
at New York and continued fear of 
a higher London discount rate have 
caused hesitation. Financial circles 
ascribe the tighter money market to 
seasonal requirements for credit, 
particularly this year, when the har- 
vests are exceptionally abundant, 
wheat in particular. But the magni- 
tude of direct tax collections is also 
beginning to cause some of the 
banks to withdraw their balances. 

Since the treasury cannot immedi- 
ately employ the revenue thus col- 
lected, it is deposited with the Bank 


of France, and thus the money pre- 
viously utilized by private banks for 


has disappeared. It is this shortage 
which incites private banks to call 
on foreign balances, particularly at 
London, These withdrawals are keep- 
ing the sterling rate around the gold 
import point, and on Wednesday 


France bought £226,995 gold from the | 


Bank of England, the first of such 
withdrawals since Sept. 6. 

The reaching of 6,260, ,000 francs 
in the country’s import surplus on 
foreign trade account during the 
seven first months of 1929 continues 
to cause comment. The tendency to 
an import excess is not expected to 
change in coming months and the 
import balance for the calendar year 
is now estimated as high as twelve 
billion. 

Comparison with the average pre- 
war import surplus indicates that, in 
spite of the depression in the franc 
and the universal rise in gold prices, 
the 1929 deficit will be relatively 
heavier than that of pre-war years. 
There is, nevertheless, an estimated 
credit balance on all payments with 
foreign countries, but the balance 
cannot yet be utilized in long loans 
abroad.

The report of the New York, New) 
Haven & Hartford Railroad for! 


August and the first eight months of 
the year shows a notable increase in| 
surplus after charges. In August the 
surplus totaled $2,044,000, an increase 
of 36.5 per cent over August, 1928, 
and in the eight months the surplus 
was $9,373,000, an increase of 105.6 
per cent over the same period in 
1928. These increases were sub- 
stantially greater than the increases 
in gross revenues. 

Freight revenue in August in-

*After guarantees and preferred dividends, 
ENGINE REPAIR RECORD. 


Roads Greatly Reduce Number In 
Need of Overhauling. 


Despite the record freight traffic 
handled this year, Class I railroads 
on Sept. 1 had fewer locomotives in 
need of repair than at any previous 
time on record, the American Rail- 
way Association has announced. 

On that date there were 7,106 loco- 
motives in need of repair, or 12.4 per 
cent of the number on line. This was 
a reduction of 347 under the previous 
low record established on July 1 this 
year, at which time there were 7,453, 
or 13 per cent. The number in need 
of repair on Sept. 1 was also a reduc- 
tion of 1,087 locomotives under the 
number of such locomotives on 
Aug. 15. 


GERMANY’S BUDGET DEFICIT 


Surplus of Current Year Wiped Out 
by Shortage of Year Preceding. 


Wireless to Tas New Yore Times. 

BERLIN, Sept. 20.—The ordinary 
budget of the Reich for the first four 
months of the financial year shows a 
surplus of 313 million marks and a 
surplus. of 42 millions in the ex- 
traordinary budget. Since, however, | 
the treasury is. carrying from the | 
financial year 1928-29 an ordinary | 
deficit of 154 millions and extraor- | 
dinary deficit of 905 millions, the net 
result is a cash deficit of 704° mil-

Charles L. Hidlitz, chairman of the |

prior to Aug. 24, Saturday forenoon 
was responsible for more accidents 
than any. other half-day over a pe- 
riod of eighteen months. 

“Our records for the eighteen 
months prior to June 30, 1929, show 
a total of 2,490 accidents on the work 
of our members,’”’ said Mr, LHidlitz. 
‘Dividing this number into half-days, 


we count 226 accidents per half-day. 
The number occurring on Saturday 
forenoons, however, was 250; an in- 
crease on Saturday half-days of 10.05 
per cent over the half-day average 
during the. period.

The National Council of American 
Shipbuilders issued yesterday a re- 
port of its analysis of the activities 
of the six principal nations in ship- 
building and set forth the following 
findings:

Head of Board of Trade Writes 
to Mayor to Protect Port’s 
System of Lighterage. 








W. J. L. Banham, president of the 
New York Board of Trade, yester- 
day asked Mayor Walker to furnish 
financial and legal aid to fight the 
action which the State of New Jer- 
sey threatens to take before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
end free lighterage in the port of 
New York and readjust freight rates.
